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Commodity  Simmiary 

October  1  stocks  in  refrigerated  warehouses  totaled  6  "billion  pounds^  second  only  to 
the  6.5  "billion  pounds  stored  on  Octoher  1^  I962.     Cooler- held  products  gained  658 
million  pounds  during  Septemher  to  2.2  "billion  on  October  1  while  the  freezer  weight 
gained  I36  million  to  3-8  "billion  pounds.     Supplies  of  frozen  turkeys  increased  90 
million  pounds  during  September  to  2h-6  million  pounds  on  October  1.     This  gain  was 
16  million  more  than  in  I962  and  29  million  more  than  average.     Turkey  holdings  are 
5  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  and  37  percent  more  than  average  for  this  time 
of  year.     Total  poultry  stocks  rose  IO9  million  to  3^5  million  pounds  on  October  1 
compared  with  331  million  stored  last  year  and  the  average  of  305  million  pounds. 
Beef  stocks  were  up  to  219  million  pounds  after  a  17  million  pound  September  gain. 
Last  year;,  stocks  increased  8  million  to  1^5  million  pounds  while  the  average 
September  gain  is  k  million  pounds  with  October  1  stocks  averaging  ikG  million 
pounds.     Pork  supplies  declined  seasonally  during  the  month  to  210  million  pounds. 
The  September  reduction  was  10  million  pounds  compared  with  ^3  million  during 
September  I962  and  25  million^,  the  average  downturn.     Pork  stocks^  however were 
51  percent  larger  than  on  October  1^  I962  and  ^8  percent  above  the  1957-^1  average. 
Orange  concentrate  stocks  were  reduced  seasonally  by  5  million  gallons^  about  the 
same  as  a  year  earlier  but  1  million  less  than  average.     Stocks  were  27  million 
gallons  compared  with  5I  million  on  this  date  last  year  and  27  million  gallons^ 
the  average  for  October  1. 

Frozen  fruit  supplies^  at  ^96  million  pounds were  I7  percent  under  the  October  1^ 
1962  level  and  10  percent  under  the  average.     The  September  gain  was  I5  million 
pounds  compared  with  a  32  million  gain  during  September  I962  and  9  million  pounds 
the  average.     Warehouse  stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  moved  up  seasonally  with  a  125 
million  pound  increase.     Stocks  totaled  1^,27^  million  pounds  on  October  1^  about 
2  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  28  percent  more  than  average .  Butter 
holdings  fell  off  35  million  pounds  during  September  to  332  million  pounds.  Stocks 
were  about  22  percent  under  those  of  October  1^  I962  but  more  than  double  the  avera^g 
American  cheese  holdings  were  3^1  million  pounds  on  October  1  compared  with  ^+57 
million  a  year  earlier  and  3^7  million;,  the  average  for  the  date.     Shell  egg  holding 
were  down  to  l62  thousand  cases  on  October  1  after  a  44^000  case  decrease  during 
September.     Frozen  egg  holdings^  at  95  million  pounds^  were  below  average  by  25 
percent  and  below  October  1^  I962  by  16  percent. 

Cooler  and  freezer  stock  changes 

Stocks  in  cooler  rooms  increased  658  million  pounds  during  September  to  2.2 
billion  on  October  1.     This  is  12  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  but  about  equal 
to  the  1957-61  average  for  the  date.     Stock  increases  were  reported  for  fresh 
fruits^  vegetables^  and  beef  but  holdings  of  dried  and  evaporated  fruits^  nuts^ 
cheese,  milk,  eggs,  and  pork  declined  seasonally  during  September.     A  build-up  in 
freezer  stocks  of  poultry,  fruits,  vegetables,  and  beef  overcame  the  declines  in 
stocks  of  cream,  butter,  eggs,  juices,  and  meats  (except  beef)  with  a  resulting  net 
gain  of  136  million  pounds.     The  freezer  product  weight  was  3-8  billion  pounds 
compared  with  k  billion  on  October  1,  I962  and  3*2  billion,  the  average  for  the  date 

Storage  occupancy  in  public  warehouses 

Occupancy  of  freezer  space  in  public  refrigerated  warehouses  gained  3  percentage 
points  during  September,  however,  cooler  occupancy  declined  2  points.     On  October  1, 
freezer  occupancy  was  73  percent  of  capacity       2  points  less  than  average  and  5 
points  under  a  year  earlier.     Cooler  occupancy  was  56  percent  --  2  points  greater 
than  average  but  9  points  less  than  October  1  last  year. 
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Dairy  and  Dairy  Products 

Stocks  of  butter  in  storage  on  October  1  were  332  million  pounds 22  percent 
below  a  year  earlier  but  more  than  double  the  average  for  October  1.     Stocks  declined 
35  million  pounds  during  September  compared  M±th  a  33-inillion  pound  decline  during 
September  I962  and  30  million  the  average  reduction.     Government  owned  butter  on 
October  1  was  28l  million  pounds  leaving  50  million  in  commercial  channels  compared 
with  39  million  a  year  earlier.     Holdings  of  i^jnerican  cheese  were  331  million  pounds 
on  October  1^  a  decline  of  29  million  pounds  from  a  month  earlier.     This  inventory 
is  21  percent  below  a  year  earlier  and  2  percent  below  average. 

Poultry  and  Poultry  Products 

Frozen  poultry  supplies  on  October  1  were  365  million  pounds^  10  percent 
greater  than  a  year  earlier  and  20  percent  above  average.     Stocks  of  frozen  poultry 
increased  IO9  million  pounds  during  September  compared  with  a  gain  of  80  million 
during  September  I962  and  the  average  of  ^6  million.     Turkey  holdings  were  2k6 
million  poimds        a  gain  of  90  million  pounds  during  September.     The  October  1 
inventory  was  5  percent  above  that  date  last  year  and  37  percent  above  average . 
Supplies  of  frozen  eggs  were  95  million  pounds        a  decline  of  10  million  pounds  from 
September  1.     Last  year  stocks  were  113  million  pounds  and  the  average  for  this  time 
of  year  is  128  million  pounds.     Stocks  of  shell  eggs  were  162^000  cases  on  October  1 

a  decline  of  ^4_,000  cases  during  September.     There  were  227^000  cases  in  storage 
on  October  1  a  year  ago.     The  average  for  the  date  is  ^89^000  cases. 

Meat  and  Meat  Products 

Supplies  of  meat  and  meat  products  declined  h  million  pounds  during  September 
to  518  million  pounds  on  October  1.     A  year  earlier  stocks  declined  kl  million 
pounds  and  the  average  September  decline  is  26  million  pounds.     Stocks  were  kk  per- 
cent more  than  October  1^  I962  and  ^3  percent  above  average.     Beef  holdings  were  219 
million  pounds^  a  gain  of  17  million  pounds  during  the  month.     The  October  1  level 
was  50  percent  above  the  same  date  last  year  and  ^9  percent  above  average .  Stocks 
of  pork    were  5I  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  ^8  percent  more  than  average. 
Frozen  pork  holdings  were  I76  million  pounds^  a  decrease  of  10  million  pounds  during 
the  month  while  cooler  pork  stocks  were  3^  million  pounds  the  same  as  on  September  1. 
Supplies  of  frozen  pork  bellies  on  October  1^  were  22  million  pounds  compared  with 
37  million  on  September  1  and  12  million  this  time  last  year. 

Fruits,  vegetables j  and  juices 

October  1  stocks  of  frozen  fruits  totaled  h^S  million  pounds^  up  I5  million 
from  a  month  earlier.     On  October  1,  I962  there  were  6OI  million  pounds  stored  and 
the  average  for  the  date  is  550  million  pounds.     Gains  were  reported  in  stocks  of 
blackberries^  blueberries,  grapes,  peaches,  and  strawberries  which  offset  decreases 
in  stocks  of  other  frozen  fruit  items.     The  resulting  net  gain  of  15  million  pounds 
was  about  half  the  September  I962  increase  but  two- thirds  larger  than  average. 
September  gains  in  frozen  vegetable  stocks  --  125  million  pounds  moved  product 
weight  in  storage  up  to  1,27^  million  pounds.     This  was  2  percent  above  the  October 
1,  1962  stocks  and  28  percent  above  average.     Frozen  orange  concentrate  stocks  were 
down  to  27  million  gallons  after  a  5-niillion  gallon  reduction  during  September. 
This  disappearance  was  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  but  1  million  gallons  short 
of  the  average  reduction.     Holdings  this  time  last  year  totaled  51  million  gallons 
and  the  average  is  27  million  gallons.
